Every male cUizen over the age 
of 21 years who shall have resided 
in the state one year and in the 
county, city or town six ty days im ­ 
mediately preceding 
the 
election 
shall be entitled to vote, provided 
he is not disqualified by law. 
This ballot is a sacred right and 
every m an has the right to ex er­ 
cise it free and untram raeled. 
It is a violation of law to bribe 
or intim idate a voter. 
For the citizen^s protection the 
law prescribes how he shall vote, 
and in this state the ballot is secret. 
U nde r the Australian system the 
voter goes into a booth vihere none 
can see or even approach him, and, 
taking the official ballot containing 
all of the tickts, prepares his own 
ballot. 
No one can see him! 
No one can know how he votes. 
T he judges and clerks are r e ­ 
quired to take an oath not to di­ 
vulge 
how 
any 
m an votes, 
and 
heavy penalties are prescribed for 
the punishm ent of any election of ­ 
ficer why divulges how any man 
voted in any election. 
After the votes are counted the 
ballots are 
sealed by 
the 
sworn 
judges and clerks and turned over 
to the county clerk, thus sealed,and 
he has no right to ex amine them or 
divulge 
their contents. 
A heavy 
penalty is im posed upon any clerk 
or deputy who violates this law or 
divulges how any citizen voted. 
In cases 
of contested 
election, 
all who open or ex amine the ballots 
are required to take a solemn oath 
not to divulge how 
any 
particular 
individual voted. 
Since 
the 
late 
threats and a t­ 
tem pted intim idation the public is 
aroused 
as 
never 
before on this 
subject, and any election officer or 
county clerk who violates the law 
in this respect will be m ade an e x ­ 
ample of by being rigorously prose­ 
cuted 
and 
publicly 
denounced- 
Every case will be investigated b e­ 
fore the people of the whole state. 
So much for the secrecy of the 
ballot. 
HOW TP VOTE. 
T he first p o’^t to be considered 
is that he ‘« ust prepare his ballot 
just as tb- 
directs. 
If not, the 
judge*^ must reject his ballot in the 
co« flt. Opinions H^n*t count. 
You 
may know- a better way, but you 
can*t vote 
otijer way, ex cept as 
the law provides. 
Stick to the law 
and your vote will be counted. 
THE la w 's w ay. 
K eep this in your m ind: 
The 
ballot 
contains 
all 
the tickets— 
dem ocratic ticket,republican ticket. 
Palm er - Buckner 
ticket, 
populist 
ticket, etc. 
T o prepare that ballot: 
First, the election judges give to 
you on entering the voting places 
one ballot, with their nam es written 
thereon. 
You take the ballot into 
the booth. 
T here you must decide 
which ticket you will vote— de m o­ 
crat or republican, or *populist or 
one of the other tickets. 
But you 
must do all your voting on one of 
these tickets. 
You cannot vote a 
p art of two tickets. 
HOW 10 PREPARE A TICKET. 
Say you have decided to vote the 
dem ocratic ticket. 
T hen run a p e n­ 
cil line through all the other tickets. 
If you leave either one of the other 
tickets unm arked your vote will not 
be counted. 
You have your ballot 
now with all other tickets crossed 
out 
by 
pencil m arks 
running 
through them from top to bottom , 
leaving the dem ocratic ticket clean 
as printed without pencil m arks or 
any defacem ent.
